The Star Arcturus. 


It is probable that the star Arcturus 


is one of the six greatest of all the 
stars in the sky. Notwithstanding its 
brightness, it is so far away from us 
that it is. not displaced in position in 
the slightest measurable degree, as we 
change our position 186.000,000 miles 
in our annual journey around the sun. 
Could we be placed midway between 
Arcturus and our sun we would re- 
ceive thousands of times more light 
and heat from the star than from- our 
sun and this notwithstanding that the 
star's radiation is smothered by a 
dense blanket 'of metallic vapors. In 
spite of its immense distance the star 
is_drifting slowly in a southwestward 
direction over the face of the sky. its 
motion changing its apparent position 
by an amount equal to the diameter 
of the moon in the course of about 
1,000 years. So great an apparent mo- 
tion must indicate an enormous veloci- 
ty in space.

Then these churns are suspended from 
three sticks and a rocking morion bt>- 
jun. The air on the inside is f-alcu- 
ated to aid coaxing the butter from 
the cream. After churning the product 
s strained through cloth, for the? gnnt'a 
hair has a tendency to shed during the 
violent operations.

Formation of Long Island. * 


According to geolugNts. Long Inland 


affords particularly clear evidence as 
to the history of the great continental 
ice sheet which con-red tbe northern 
states many thoiiMimJ years ago. The 
southern margin of this iireat ice sheet 
extended to Long Isliind. it is said, and 
remained there for a Ion;; time, depos- 
iting a thick body of iutennispd bowl 
ders. sand and clay as a terminal my 
raiue. which is now the "backbone" of 
the island. The ice moved south wart 
find brought these materials from the 
north, dropping them at its melting 
edge. This peculiar method of deposl 
tioti developed a very peculiar topog- 
raphy, consisting of sin irregular aggre- 
gation of 
hummocks and 
hollows 


which have produced tlie many beau- 
tiful details of configuration that make 
the higher parts ot Long Island so at- 
tractive to lovers of nature. The most 
notable of these hollows in the ino- 
raiual ridge is the one holding the pic- 
turesque Lake Eontonkoma. -which 
lies in a depression fifty feet below the 
Surrounding ridges. Several other sim- 
ilar pits are eighty to eighty-five feet 
deep, and several of tbe large, irregu- 
lar hollows are several miles in length. 
—Argonaut. 


Nature's Little Ship. 


While man makes the largest ocean 


vessels, nature mnkes tbe smallest 
This is a species of jellyfish, found 
only in tropical seas, which has a sail. 
Tbe part of tbe fish under the water 
looks like a mass of tangled threads, 
while the sail is a tough membrane 
shaped like a shell and measurin; 
quite five inches and sometimes more 
across. 
The fish can raise or lower 


this sail at will. Wise sailors let this 
curiosity of nature alone, for each of 
the threads composing its body has 
the power of stinging, the results of 
•which are very painful and often dan- 
gerous. This power defends it from 
porpoises, albatrosses and other nat- 
ural enemies. It has no other means 
of locomotion than its sail, and -when 
seen skimming bravely along the sur- 
face of the water it looks more like a 
child's toy boat than a living creature 
out in search of food.—London Opin- 
ion.

Dr Koehne is different from other 


preachers 
He impressed his audiencr 


more as an instructor, rather tljan a 
n-eacher as that title has come to 
mean in these days. Throughout the 
•ntire address, it appealed that the 
speaker had such a vast amount to 
say, that he 
found 
difficulty 
in 


choosing that which he regarded mort 
mportant than something else. Anc 
for more than an hour, he held thr 
undivided attention of pacticallv everj 
one in the church 
and it was 
well 


filled. 


In opening his lecture 
Thursdaj 


night, Dr. Koehne again outlined tbf 


eneral jdea of the subject. 
He de- 


clared that Christ was one of three 
hings. That he either was a Jewish 
rabbi, a moral genius or God's incar- 
nate. 


He recited dozens of incidents in 
hrjst's life showing that it was made 
ip largely of opposite*. He declared 
tat Christ never offered any apolog% 
or the teachings of Cue first few j ears 
of His life. 
He never revised 
His 


cachings on the plea that He had z 
'etter knowledge o* the world and 
men in His last years on Earth. Anf 
He never authorised any one or left 
iny instructions to modify His teach- 
ngs, though some of tne teachers of 
:he new theology might wish He had 


"He never ordained any priests,'- 


said Dr. Koehne. "He made the com- 
mon people His ministers." 


Dr. Koehne said that in Christ's 


.cachings could be found answers tc 
he three greatest problems of the 
human mind as set down by Kant 
'What ought I do: wr^t can I know, 


at may I hope for?" but which that 


great thinker failed to answer. 


The speaker said that Christ taugh* 


that "I am the way to live God." 
vhich tells man wljat he ought to Ho. 
'Heaven,'' ho said, "is the place where 
nen dwell who do what they ought 
Hell is the Jw elling p'ace of those who 
do what they ought not" 


Christ's answer to tlv second ques- 


tion was "know God and his relation- 
ship to yon and vour relationship tc 
Him. 
Vnd the ans—er to 
the last 


inestion was to hcpe for a life be- 


nd the grave. 
Dr. Koehno found no defense for the 


warring nations of Europe. He de- 
clared that the 
events there were 


ncrely a 
repetition 
of 
historical 


events in past centuries, m which tt'p 
ivrath of God was sent to the nation* 
who defied His laws. He said that il 
was America's turn next unless its 
people acquired more of the spirit ol

AH u mutter of fact 
fresh bread 1» just us digestible as 
stale, If it be chewed as much, but Its 
very softness is a temptation to chew 
It too little; heuce It la swallowed 
without the admixture of enougu 
saliva to digest Its starch. Stale bread, 
du the other baud, Is difficult to shal- 
low unless thoroughly chewed. The 
difference between fresh and stale 
bread is merely u matter of waters 
In bread as it comes from the oven 
the crust Is dry and crisp and the 
crumb is moist and soft, because all 
the water Is la the crumb. As hours 
or days pass the crust absorbs water 
from the l crumb and becomes soft, 
while the crumb becomes dry. A loot 
can be made fresh again by slightly 
moistening it and placing it tor a few 
minutes In a hot oven. 
The heat 


drives the water from the crust back 
into the crumb.—St. Louis Post-Dis- 
patch. 


One Phase of Tolstoy. 
' In the "Reminiscences of Tolstoy" by 
his son, Count Ilya Tolstoy, are suown 
many phases of the great man's na- 
ture, this one among them: 


"All exhibitions of tenderness were 


entirely foreign to him. 1 say 'tender- 
ness' in contradistinction to 'feeling.' 
Feeling he had, and in a very high de- 
gree. During all his lifetime 1 never 
received any mark of-tenderness from 
him whatever. Nearness and dearness 
with him were never accompanied by 
any outward manifestations. Jt would 
never have Come into my head, tor 
instance, to walk up to my father and 
kiss him or to stroke his hand, l was 
partly prevented also by the tact tnat 
L always looked up to him with suca 
awe, and his spiritual power, his great- 
ness, prevented me from seeing in Him 
the mere man, the man who was so 
pitiable and weary at times, the feeble 
old man who so much needed warmth 
and rest." 


Hobart Pasha. 


The Turkish navy of the past owed 


almost its existence to an English sail- 
or, Hobart Pasha, a bold buccaneer of 
the Elizabethan period, who by some 
strange perverseness of fate was bord 
into the Victorian age. He retired from 
the English navy~in 1863. and during 
the American war he became a block- 
ade runner with hairbreadth escapes 
Innumerable.- After the war he en- 
tered the Turkish service, suppressed 
the Cretan rebellion by intercepting 
the supplies from Greece and then re- 
erganteed the Turkish fleet so well that 
the sultan appointed him marshal of. 
the empire. ^Hobart Pasha also en- 
joyed the unique distinction of being 
twice struck off the British navy list 
for breach of the foreign enlistment 
act and twice reinstated there- And 
he died In 1886 with the rank of a 
British rice admiral.—London Globe. ~

Chess and War. 


The origin of chess is shrouded in 


mystery. 
There is little doubt, how- 


ever, that its birthplace was in India 
and tuat it is an offspring of a game 
called chatnranga. which is mentioned 
in oriental literature as in use fully

From India chess- spread into Persia 
and thence into Arabia, and ultimately 
the Arabs took it into Spain and the 
rest of western Europe. 
The game 


was in all probability invented for the 
purpose of illustrating the art of war. 
The Arab legend upon this point is that 
it was devised for the instruction of a 
young despot by his father, a learned 
Brahman, to teach him that a king, 
notwithstanding his power, was de- 
pendent for safety upon his subjects. 
The Greek historians credit the inven- 
tion of the game to Palamedes. who, 
they claim, devised it to beguile the 
tedium of the siege of Troy during the 
Trojan war.

Its total height is 
ninety-eight feet nine inches, shaft 
seventy-three feet and circumference 
twenty-nine feet eight inches. 
The 


present name is a mere invention of 
travelers. The inscription on the base 
shows that it was erected by Publius, 
eparch of Egypt, in honor of the Em- 
peror Diocletian A. D. 302. It stood 
in the center of the court of the sern- 
peum. or great sanctuary, of Serapis 
and survived its transformations into 
a church and a fortification.
